SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Following favorable action on the 1984 articles 

for upgrading highway equipment, a considerable 

effort was expended during the year, resulting 

in the successful acquisition of upgraded equip- 
ment which provides greater serviceability along 
with reduced maintenance costs. 


Sullivan property owners experienced an increase 

of 13.8% in the 1984 property tax rate; however, 

it should be noted that of the increase, only .08% 
was attributable to Town spending while the remain- 
ing .92% of the increase resulted from greater 
school and county expenses. The Town's small in- 
crease reflects a constant effort by Town officials, 
the Budget Committee, and Department heads to pro- 
vide necessary services at the most reasonable 
costs. 


In 1987, Sullivan will be 200 years old. A warrant 
article this year seeks to establish a Sullivan Bi- 
centennial Committee. It is hoped that this event 
will generate much enthusiasm and be an enjoyable 
and memorable occasion for all. There is much to 
be done in the planning and preparation and volun- 
teers will be needed to help in projects that will 
improve Town buildings and other community assets. 
It is hoped that townspeople will freely volunteer 
their time and talents and make Sullivan's 200th 
birthday truly its greatest.

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SULLIVAN PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


Library circulation for books and related materials was 5,101 
for the year 1984. The library is open eight hours weekly. Twenty- 
nine new patrons registered for library cards, bringing the 
registration total to 371 since the registration system began when 
the new library opened in its present location in February of 1979. 
We normally lose several patrons each year through death or moving 
out-of-town. There are at present 185 (plus unregistered pre- 
schoolers) residents who have used the library at least once in 1984 
and most are regular borrowers. 


Adult fiction loaned: 1,486 books; adult non-fiction 865, 
juvenile fiction and non fiction 2,750. There have been 35 special 
request loans from the New Hampshire State Library. 


Books added to the shelves this year totaled 746 books: 360 new 
ones and 386 (mostly paperbacks) were donated by townspeople or out- 
of-town friends. We are most appreciative of these donations. 
Magazines loaned were: Yankee, Country Journal, Early American Life, 
National Geographic, Forest Notes (free), Business N.H. (free), and 
Boys' Life (donated). 


Money raising projects have included a Used Book Sale at the Old 
Home Day and the annual Holiday Craft Bazaar and Luncheon in November. 
We are able to augment our appropriation slightly by the sale of 
Sullivan cookbooks, postcards, notepaper, town maps, histories, 
historic booklets, and conscience fines for overdue books. 


Evening programs sponsored by the library trustees have been 
several slide shows, a basket-weaving craft night as well as an 
afternnon exhibition and tea featuring Pam Sayre's paintings. Classes 
from the Sullivan Elementary School came to the library during 
National Book Week and for a maple sugaring program. Free Blood 
Pressure Clinics, Conservation Commission, Planning Board, and the 
Old Home Day Conmittee meetings are amongst adult groups using the 
Library facilities on a regular basis throughout the year. Thirty- 
five children participated in our annual Sunmer Vacation Reading 
Program with a party held prior to opening of school in the fall.
